This is in reply to your letter to Congressman Michael
Notice of Proposed Rule Making (Notice) in PR Docket N .
(1992). This Notice proposes comprehensive changes to '~~~~Ii

governing the private land mobile radio services operating
bands below 512 MHz.

You are specifically concerned about the impact of these changes on radio
control (R/C) hobby users. Enclosed is a discussion paper concerning our
proposals for the 72-76 MHz band. In short, we expect there would be no
adverse impact on RiC operations because of any proposal contained in the
Notice.

We are, of course, sensitive to the concerns of both users of private land
mobile radio spectrum and RiC hobbyists. We will, therefore, take your
concerns into account when we develop final rules in this proceeding. As
indicated in the Notice, we remain convinced that without significant
regulatory change in radio operations in the bands below 512 MHz, the quality
of communications in the private land mobile radio services will continue to
deteriorate to the point of endangering public safety and the national
economy.

We want to thank you for your interest. Your letter will be included in the
record of the proceeding. We expect final rules to be issued in 1994.

If a plane in the neighborhood of 50 pounds
traveling at 70 to 90 miles per hour were to suddenly go out
of control (at some of our local club functions there may be in
excess of 200 spectators), there could be a disaster.

2. At the time of this letter I currently own 4 radio systems
at a cost of approxamatly $950.00.

3. I am involved in scale modeling and will be travelling in
other states. This may end a hobby that I have hours,(too many
to calculate) in scale aircraft.

Please do all that you can to keep the frequencies for model
aircraft protected from interferance.
